DALLAS (UPI) — President Kennedy was assassinated today in burst 


of gunfire in downtown Dallas. Texas Governor John Connally w as shot 


down with him. 


The President, cradled in his w ife's arms, had been rushed in his blood-spla,H#PStd 


limousine to Parkland Hospital and taken to an em ergency room. 
An urgent call wont 


out for neurosurgeons and blood. 


The President, 44 years old, was shot once in the head and wrist.

Texas Governor Also Blasted 


D A LL A S (U P I) — President Kennedy 
and G o v. John B Conally of Texas were cut 
down by an assassin s bullets as they toured 
dnwn+nwn Dali*« in an open autom obile to ­ 
day. 


Tha President, htr Irrnp body cradled in 
the arms of his wife, was rushed to Parkland 
Hospital 
The governor also was taken to 
Parkland. 


C lint H ill, a Secret Service agent as­ 
signed to Mrs. Kennedy, said, "he's d ead ," 
as the President was lifted from the rear of 
a W h ite House touring car, the famous Bub- 
bletop from W ashington. He was rushed to 
an em ergency room in the hospital. 


The President was slumped over in the 
back of the car face down .Connally lay on 
the floor of the rear seat. 
O ther W h ite House officials w ere in 
doubt as the cprridors of the hospital erupt­ 
ed in pandemonium. 
The incident occurred ¡ust east of the 
triple underpass facing a park in downtown 
Dallas. Reporters about five car lengths b e­ 
hind the chief executive heard w hat sounded 
like three bursts of gunfire. Secret Service 
agents in a follow-up car quickly unlimbered 
their autom atic rifles. 
The bubble top of the President's car 
was down. They drew their pistols, but the 
dam age was done. 


It was Impossible to tell at 
the 
moment 
where 
Kennedy 
was hit, but bullet holes in Con 
nally’s chest were plainly visi­ 
ble, indicating the gunfire might 
possibly have come from an au­ 
tomatic weapon. 


There were three loud bursts. 


D allas motorcycle officers es­ 
corting the President quickly 
leaped 
from their bikes and 
raced up a greasy hill. 


At the top of the hill, a man 
and woman appeared huddled 
on the ground. 


In the turmoil, It was impos­ 
sible 
to 
determine 
at 
once 
whether the Secret Service and 
Dallas police returned the gun­ 
fire that struck down Kennedy 
and Connally. 


It was also difficult to deter­ 
mine immediately whether the 
First Lady and M rs. Connally 
were injured.

Roth women were in the car. 
Both women were crouched 
down over the inert forms of 
I their husbands as the big car 
raced toward the hospital.

There was no immediate sign 
that he was hurt. In fact, there 
was no evidence at all what 
might have happened to John­ 
son since only the President’s 
car and its Secret Service fol­ 
low-up car went to the hospital.

before at

las Love Field and was driving 
to the trade m art to deliver a 
luncheon speech sponsored by 
three Dallas Organizations 


The 
largest 
turnout 
of 
the 
current Texas tour was on the 
streets to greet Kennedy. 


An estimated 250,000 people 
lined the streets.

12 50 p.m. acting White , 
I House Secretary Malcolm Kil- ‘ 


duff was 
asked 
whether

President was dead. 


" I have no word now,” Kil- 
duff replied. 


A few minutes 
later, Rear 
Adm. 
George 
Burkley, 
USN, 
the White House physician rush- 
; ed into the hospital. He headed 
j for the emergency room where 
i the President and Conally were 
| taken. 


The motorcade was so strung 
out as the result of the speedy | 
Secret Service departure from 
the scene of the shooting that 
members of the Kennedy staff 
were from 15 minutes to a half 
hour 
behind in 
reaching 
the 
hospital. 


It was impossible under the 
tension at the hospital to as­ 
semble a clearcut story of the 
incident because the burst of 
gunfire took only seconds.

Some of the Secret Service 
agents thought the gunfire was 
from an automatic weapon fired 
to the right rear of the chief 
executive’s car, probably from 
the grassy knoll to which motor­ 
cycle policemen directed their 
attention as they raced up the 
slope.

He and three other colleagues 
along with Kilduff raced to the 
hospital

When the President was taken 
into the emergency room, a call 
was sent out im m ediately for 
some of the top surgical spe­ 
cialists in Dallas. 


A call also was sent for a Ro- 
man Catholic priest.
